The present measure departed 
fioui that position, sad. instead «# prt>- 
viih'ng legal penalties or compulsion 
througli the tribunals of the court*, left 
tlie award to the enforcement of snrh in- 
flt.onc* as might b« effected l»y public 
opinion. The original bill provided for 
a >K>ard of arbitrators elected by the par¬ 
ties, to remain in office for a certain 
term of years. Tho present bill, instead 
«>f a permanent hoard, provided for a 
special board to deal wjth each caaa.

BY THE RUSSIANS 


SOME STORIES OF 

HIDEOUS CRUELTY 


Mm, Women and Children Were Mas- 
aacred— Hooaea Looted and Boned 
—Farms Laid Waite. 


Toledo* O., May ltl.—TV>k«do Ghetto 
rejoiced to-day u|K>n hearing chat Mrs. 
Clara K. Anenbnrg and her leu rvla- 
liwt^* oil iu K imhiueff, and formerly of 
TWd ►,_ wonped death during the Jew¬ 
ish mu-wnrtv in Hesxaruhia, arisiug unt 
of tin* edict expelling all Jewa In a kd- 
trr n*cvivvd to-day und mailed on April 
lUtli, Mr*. .Yiictikurg dcscrila*s the hor¬ 
rors of these maftsacres, say lug iu part: 

•*Uur escaiw was due to the fact that 
we were in the house of a Russiau Gen¬ 
tile when the murders wive bring com¬ 
mitted. C<>rpsas lay tniburutl through¬ 
out Ihe »tiwU. Jewish girls were as¬ 
saulted by Kin-dun*, Who looted the city. 
One little girl wgs assaulted by fifty 
brut--*. She died a few minutes after¬ 
wards. In companion of 1!D0, the Rus¬ 
sians marched the street*, dcstntyiug 
houM*H and bnnis and kiUiug nil Jewish 
m«n», women and <4iUdrvu they found. 
Whim the massacre was well uuder way 
the government atul chief of iwlicn* eti- 
cwuragtnl the robUrs and murderers, cry¬ 
ing to them in Russiuu, ’Hurry up and 
Boish your. work.’ Haloous aud wine t*el- 
larx were raided and tlie gutters Bowed 
with liquor. Wealthy Rica were beggars 
iu au iil»taut. Vineyards and farms 
wen* tuid waste. The entile financial 
loss was over $3*000,000. 

Doctur’a Htatcnhent. 

New York, May 10.—Dr. D.mmhew- 
ski. the head physician of the National 
hospital at Kishineff, aftiT examining’ 
th** dead and woiindm)* list given tlie 
following specific instam-ex of hUleou* 
cruelty, onyx 4 dispatch from Kishiueff 
to the World:- • 

**A Jfwess named Sara Fonanu hi waa 
brought here with two nails, seven inches 
long, driven into her brain through her 
mose. One Jew was brought in with one 
hip, both ankles aud wrists broken, his 
arvetvd hands and fret dangling by tlie 
skin. A Jew had lost his upper and 
under lips, after which hla t«aigm* and 
windpipe had been pulled out through 
Jugmuuth A\iih pinchs-rs. Thy eurs.uf a 
Jew muiHfl SelA-r hud bc«*tv aT away 
nod his head battered 4u twelve places. 
He was a ramijr mnninr. 

**A carpenu-r was surprised at work 
and both of hla bauds were sawed off 
with hi* own saw. A Jewish girl was 
atom ulred by neveral brutes who theu cut 
her eyes out with • pocket knife. One 
wonmn after trying to ik-fend her chil¬ 
dren. was tliMwn U|>on tlie pavement, 
iHarmbowvhd and ftwtbers and hocse- 


hody. Small riiihlrcn were flung out of 
windows and trampled U|x»n by the m*d». 
ForO'-s<*ix*i were killed on the a|»ot, 
eighty died of their injurbw and 300 are 
tinder ttvotment. Four thousand Jewra 
•are wirtumt food or shelter, and it ia 
Impossible for them to get away.'*

The Germany navy la prnrtinrlir the 
creation of the present Kaiser’s reign. 
I *p to 1888 It was insignificant In num¬ 
bers, and was a factor of lofiniteakmal 
import’am'e in the balance of naval pow¬ 
er. Krru to-day it is not particularly 
fortnlhtblc. But It is being yearly aug¬ 
mented with a ukiil. pertinacity and fore- 
nMn that indU*ato plainly what the fu¬ 
ture will bring forth. Sdbemo after 
tichmne for its increase ia laid before the 
country ami the ILdchatag and, with a 
few unimportant deductions, is carried. 
The 'boundless plans" of 1808 were fol¬ 
lowed by the still more boundless plan* 
of 11*10; and already the Gerhuuiy Navy 
League, which acts as harbinger to the 
German admiralty, b. like OUper Twist, 
demanding more. Ail the Hetman ship¬ 
builder* have flbeir slips full; the Im¬ 
perial dockyards are working to their 
utrnosC capacity; thousands of men are 
extending Kiel and WUludmshax n. tkt 
headquarters of the navy in the Baltic 
ami rhe North Sea; and still the Kaiser 
calls—liks the imperious, eager captain of 
a cruiser in fail pursuit of a quarry—for 
”mon> steam.” 

Yef. in spite of appearance, the Ger¬ 
man Is quite at home on the sea. Tbe 
handling of Gmnan ships Is good in the 
manoeuvres; that of the torpedo host* 
has with long years of practice been 
brought to atmolute perfection. When fhe 
Kaiser vLitcd Knglami in 1NOO the man¬ 
ner in which the German boats escorted 
him ss* something of a surprise even 
to British destroyer officer*, who thought 
fhst they knew a thing* or two about 
i torpedo warfare.

Each Other in’a Prepared Arena. 


Elephant fighting, say* a writer in thd 
Wide Wucld Mngnainc, may alill be wit- 
mvnutl in many part* o t India. • The 
fights take place in n large rec langhThr . 
arena called the Ilaghuroo, enclosed by 
solid brick wall* abrfut 6 feet thick, hat¬ 
ing opening* every 20 yard* of- *o, just 
hirtr- eooitfk for a man to ruu through. j 
The arena itself is atnint 200 yards 
long ag-l MO'yariL wide. These can be 
closed by means of large square sliding 
baulk* of-timber, three to each entrance, 
which nrc drawn h.riiontally aero** 
from one alot to another. 

Elephants are only used for fighting 
when in a state pf “munth.** which ia a ^ 
semi-mad »tnt/» male elephants experi- 
. slice about once a year, anyl which lost* 

t n period of perhaps three or four 
nth*, and this condition can he In¬ 
tensified or even induced by a special 
diet. 

The keeping of elephant* is at all 
times an expensive luxury, even in In¬ 
dia, where labor Is so cheap as to be 
almost costly**but.* each animal re¬ 
quires three or four attendant* beside* 
hla mahout, such ns grass-cutter*, wale# 
carrier*, etc., so that each elephant costa 
probably (200 a year to keep. 

* The females ft re kept for Shikar,- flfr 
hunting purposes. and both sexe* are 
used for riding in proce**iona, weddings, 
and simitar occasion*. m 

The fighting elephants are Icd^to the 
arena with the fore- feet rhnlned togeth¬ 
er. and likewise their hind feet secured 
by strong <ron chains, and chain* agaiif 
from, these, which ore held by rope* by 
gau«**of coolies. 

Directly they are released the great 
tin wieldly dookinc brute*, run lowaai* 
each other rapidly and butt their bauds 
together, and each strive* to pn*h the 
other over. their tusks not being u*ed.
